MAN PROPOSED WELL QUALIFIED. 


William Barret Ridgely, formerly of 
Springfield but now of Chicago, is the man 
on whom the financial institutions of Illinois 
have united as their choice for Controller of 
the Currency to succeed Charies Gates 
Dawes when the latter leaves the office next 
October in order to make a canvass for the 
United States Senatorship. 

Mr. Ridgely, who is a son-in-law of Senator 
Cullom, formerly was Vice President of the 
Ridgely Bank of Springfield, and is now sec- 
retary of the Republic Iron and Steel com- 
pany, with offices in Chicago. He was atone 


| time postmaster of Springfield, but resigned. 


‘The movement in advocacy of his selection 
as the successor of Controller Dawes is a re-_ 
markably strong one. The head of every Na- 
tional Bank in Chicago has written a per-. 
sonal letter to the President and Secretary 
Gage recommending the appointment, and 
national bankers throughout the State have 
seconded the movement. If the appointment 
is given to Illinois it is believed Mr. ow 


} will be selected. 


Bankers Send. Letters. 

Some of these letters of indorsement have 
already been received at Washington, 
among them being those of James H. Eckels, 
President of the Commercial National Bank; 
Join R: Walsh, Pfesidentxof the Chicago 
National Bank; and James B. Fo 
dent. of the First National Bank. The out- 
going mails last everring contdined a large 
number of indorsements from other Chicago.) 
financiers, and by tonight there will be in the 
hands of the President arid Becretary Gage 
an array of indorsements which undoubtedly 
will éxert great influence. 

That Mr. Ridgely is eminently fitted for 
this responsible position is evidencéd by the 
fact that thosé who are best acquainted 
with his abilities, so far as Chicago’s finan- 
cial “world is concerned, have indorsed him 
unanimously. Mr. Ridgely has had_a wide; 
experience in banking in Springfield. 

Although the Controllership has been 
given to Illinois. for the last two terms, the 
appointment is a personal one of the Presi- 
dent’s, and it has been the practice of the 
‘Chief Executive to select the best man to be 
found, regardless of géographical bound- 
aries. Notwithstanding this, there have 
been one or two conferences between Sen- 
ators Cullom and Mason with a view to 
agreeing upon a man to recommend to the 
President. From surface indications they 
were not successful, and even had they been 


1 it would not mean that the President would’ 


act upon their recommendation, as it has 
‘been the custom to obliterate politics entire- 
ly in the appointment of a man for an office 
which was established for the purpose of 


| protecting depositors in natiénal banks. In 


order to.,remove the office of Controller from 
politics Congress provided for a five-year 
term, so that the Controller would hold 
office after the expiration of the administra- 
tion by which he is appointed. 

It is believed by the Chicago bankers that 
the name of Mr. Ridgely entirely meets the 
requirements here suggested. 4 


Selection of Eckels and Dawes. 

It. will be remembered that when President | 
Cleveland appointed Controller Eckels, the 
latter was without financial experience and 
was unknown. For some time the Senate 
declined to confirm the nomination, but Pres- 
ident Cleveland, who had implicit confidence 
in Mr. Eckels, refused to withdraw the nom- 
ination, and it was finally confirmed. The 
country ‘knows that the faith of President 
Cleveland in the man who was so often mis- 
taken for a college boy was justified, inas- 
much as Controller Eckels, during one of 
the country’s most trying financial crises, 
demonstrated that he had marked ability. 

Controller Dawes was also without much 
financial experience prior to his appoint- | 
ment, but he, too, has convinced every one 
that this is not essential to a successful ad- 
ministration of his office. Every one recog- 
nizes the ability of Mr. Dawes, and he has 
conducted the affairs of his office in such a 
manner as to secure fhe confidence both of 
the bankers and of epositors who must 
look to-him for protect 

If these two Iilinolf men were. ‘80 well 
qualified to fill the Controllership without any 
previous financial training, it is pointed out 
that Mr. Ridgely would be equally, if not 
better, qualified to do so, as he has had val- 
uable experience asa banker. | 

Controller Dawes’ resignation does not take 
effect until Oct. 1, thérefore the President 
has ample time to,consider the appointn*&at 
of his successor.. While there are a num- 
va of eee already in the field, none of 
them is considered formidable excepti 
Ridgely 


r. Ridgely was elected to his present posi- 
nae as secretary of the Republic Tron and 
Steel company two years ago. Prior to that 
time his home was in Springfield, where he 
is well known as a busienss-man and pol'ti- 
cian. Beside being’in the Ridgely National 
| Bank, he was interested in various mining 
and manufacturing enterprises. It was in 
1897 that he was appointed postmaster at 
Springfield, and he resigned in 1890 to accept 
the secretaryship of the steel company.

To avoid the ‘payment of the inheritance 
tax of $3,000 on the estate of the late George 
Adams of 2250 Michigan avenue, who died in 
May, an appeal has been made to the Coun- 
ty Court by the widow.

ALABAMA MOB BURNS NEGRO 
AT STAKE NEAR ENTERPRISE. 


Wesley Penningston, Capture Him, 
_ and Destroy His Life with Fire. 


Pennington, a negro, was burned at the 
‘stake near Enterprise, Ala., by a crowd of 
600 citizens of Coffee County this morning. 


’ Pennington attacked Mrs, J. C. Davis, the 


wife of one of the most prominent farmers 
of Coffee County, and confessed his guilt. 

As soon as she regained her senses Mrs. 
Davis told her husband what had happened. 
APD was quickly organized with blood- 
hounds and chased the negro until early 
this morning, when he was captured in a 
swamp. 

Pennington was bound hand and foot and 
taken back to the Davis home for identifica- 
tion. When the posse arrived this morning | 
with Pennington there were 500 persons gath- 
ered near the Davis residence. Mrs. Davis 
immediately recognized him and the negro 
broke down and wept. Headmitted his crime 
and pleaded for mercy, but was dragged 
from the house and into the woods where the 
crowd had gathered. > 

An iron pipe had been driven into the 
ground, and as the men approached with 
Pennington both whites and blacks were 
piling brushwood around the stake.
